HWW duke and duchess of Vendome, enthustastio 
hunters both, seem to have been waiting only 
for the President of the United States to begin 
his preparations for his new field of prowess in 

Africa, leaving them a clear fleld in the trail of his old 
exploita in the Rockies 

His writings, under the impulse of his picturesque 
personality, have taken @ place, in the literature read 
by fashionable Europe, beside those memoira of roy- 
ality and nobility which it is a duty for members of 
those circles to read, 

A Fallieres, in France, may be a very excellent shot 
after rabbits, and he may hold his own in any of the 
“drives” of deer on the domains of hospitable royalty. 
But he ends in the picture pages of the magasines as 
an executive who has acquired some of the accom- 
plishments of a gentleman, A Noosevelt, on the con- 
trary, looms as the Nimrod among rulers 

Of all the vast Mterature which has dealt with 
America as @ happy hunting ground-and the literature 
has been worthy of the fleld since the days of Boone- 
nothing has made so lively @ stir abroad as the hunt- 
ing books by Roosevelt, 

Bo the Vendomes come to the United States now 
with the feeling that wey are tackling game wearin 
gomething of the distinction which attaches to a roya 
preserve, 

The duchess knows all about royal preserves, while 
the duke has a fern ly interest of no small measure tn 
the United States. dis grandfathef, who was King 
Louls Philippe of France, earned. 4 living in Philadel- 
phia, during bis youthful exile there, teaching school, 

The duchess inherited one-third of the Immense for- 
tune left by her father, the count of Flanders, Leo- 

old's only brother, The couple have three little 
aughters and @ son, the latter only 2 years old, 

If the poyal family affairs of Relgium had gone 
otherwise, the duke of Vendome would have been the 
heir apparent to Leopold's throne; but Prince Albert, 
when the Belgians seriously discussed a law fixing the 
succession, married Princess Elizabeth of Bavaria, and 
now has @ couple of youthful helra of his own, 

The passing of the purple has not worried very 
much the duke and his duchess, They live very saplen- 
didly_ip thelr residence at Neullly, the Parisian suburb 
so affected by royally, and find their ehtef delight in 
hunting, together or apart, as circumstances offer op- 
portunities they think worth their while, 

There ls not a royal preserve In Burope that has 
not echoed to the shots from the guns of the duchess, 
The count of Flander#, her father, having received his 
father’s personal fortune, while Leopold got the crown, 
had to content himself with the pleasures of a plain 
pentioman He made the hunting fleld his habitual 
jaunt, and his daughter inherited his taste 

Iler exploits have been numerous, In her way, she 
has won as much fame as a daring Diana as Roose- 
velt has gained as a Nimrod. She is in the class of 
Lady Grizel Hamilton, and, Uke all born hunters, her 
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ambition is growing. Lions and elephants may come 
jJater, The American grissiy marks her present devel- 
oping stage. 

Last fall, at Amerols, in Belgium, there was much 
perturbation over the existence of a notoriously des- 
perate sing deer which killed a woman, The “gentle 
deer,” popularly supposed to be an ideal candidate for 
the post of family pet, is actually, in certain seasons 
the most dangerous of beaste 

The duchess was delighted at the reports of such a 
worthy quarry, She hastened atraightway to the stag's 
haunts, and as speedily found him. One bullet from 
her rifle ended his career, and Kuropean sporting folk 
have been her admirers since 

Hut, a8 a matter of fact, the Amerois deer was little 
more than play for her, The wild boare of Amerois 
and of Castelporeiano, in Italy, come about as near to 
furnishing the veteran male hunter all the danger he 
desires as will any other beast alive, for the charge of 
the wild boar is famous for the swiftness and irresisti- 
ble might of ite onslaught. The duchess of Vendome 
has proved herself as partial to those Belgian and Ital- 
jan boars as she la to dangerous deer and to the bison 
of the czars preserves at Blalowlege 

Hut it is in the noble and dificult art of chamots 
hunting that the plucky duchess excels; and there, if 
anywhere, she has acquired the aureness of foot, hand 
and eye that must be her safeguards against the re- 
doubtable grisaly of the United States, 

Nephew to the aged emperor of Austria, the duke, 


her husband, can make himself_at home in Frans Jo- 
seph’s shooting box at Iechl, in Tyrol. He and his wife 
start out at early dawn on their chamois hunts, and 
rival the hardy Tyrol peasant hunters in the agility of 
thelr climbs and in the endurance they display in the 
arduous chase 

“One never gets two shots at a chamols,.” is a say- 
ing of Tyrol, Charlies Boner’s tales of chamols hunting 
have been lived over again and again by the duchess

passed 

“The agility of the chamois has become almost pro- 
verbial; but to have any idea of what it ie, one must 
be an eye-witness of the bounds they make, and see 
the places they will race down at full speed when pur- 
sued, A smooth surface of rock, eo smooth that a foot. 
ing seemes impossible, and of nearly perpendicular 
steepness, is no obstacle to their fight. Down they 
«6, now bounding, now gliding, with a velocity which 
seems to insure their being Inevitably dashed to pleces 

"The chief strength of the animal being in ite hind 
legs, it springs upward with more ease than it de- 
scends the mountain, With a sudden bound the cham- 
ols will leap up againat the face of a perpendicular 
rock and, merely touching it with ite hoofs, rebound 
again in an opposite direction to some higher crag, and 
thus escape from a epot where, without wings ae 
seemed impossible, When reaching upward on ite hind 
legs, the fore hoofs resting on some higher spot, it ta 
able to stretch to a considerable distance, a with a 
quick spring, it will bring up ite hindquarters to a 
level with the reat of the body, Bo, with all four hoofs 
close together, the chamois will stand polsed on a point 
of rock not broader than your hand, On narrow, over- 
hanging ledges, some thousand feet high, they walk 
and gaze about, enjoying the security from pursuit 
which such spots afford.”

If she succeed In finding as many specimens of the

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ful. For, observes President Roosevelt, “there are sav- 
age and cowardly bears, just as there are bia and little 
Ones; and sometimes these variations are very marked 
among beara of the same district; and at other times 
all the bears ef one district will seem to have a com- 
mon code of behavior, which differs utterly from that

Does an unholy horror of 
germs obsess yout Do you hesi at grasping 
the strap in the trolley car for fear of microbes, 
and does a dread of tuberculosis haunt yout 
If so-—want advicet Better go to a doctor, 
Fear in itself, according to neurologists, is not 
a disease, It is perfectly normal. It protects one 
from accidents and keepa one from harm. But 
and this is important-—it may become an obsession. 
Then it becomes abnormal, It is a disease, And, 
according to many physicians, it is as fatal as 
typhoid, cancer or tuberculosis, 


“ EAR has become a disease with many per- 

sons,” declares a well-known doctor, “And 

it ls one of the moat fatal, Modern life, 

with its stress, has strung up the nerves 

of many of us. How often do we hear of one of 

our friends breaking down suddenly and being com- 

pelled to throw things up and take a long sea voy- 

age? But you would be surprised to know the part 

that fear plays in the nervous breakdown of many 
men, 

“Nothing, I believe, #0 unstrings the nerves, weak- 
ens the constitution and depresses a person as fear. 
It ls mental poison, 

“Fear-what forma does it not take? There is the 
employe in constant fear of losing his position, There 
ia the stock dealer in constant fear of a wiping out 
of his fortune, 

“All are suffering from the fear disease, A normal 
and justifiable fear is not unhealthy, But the fear 
that becomes chronic is a disease, 

“Pear--why, you see symptoms of it every day. 
The woman who shrieks when she rises.in an eleva- 
tor, or prefers to walk fifteen stories, suffers from the 
disease, 

“The man who shudders at the sight of an auto- 
mobile and has a presentiment that he will meet his 
death by being run down is a victim, 

“The person who travels about the city by the way 
of alleys, fearing open streets, needs treatment, 

“There are people, too, who fear crowds of peo- 
ple: othera who would rather walk than go into trol- 
oy cars, and some who dare not at near a window of 
a high building for fear they will be carried away by 
an impulse to jump out. And the people possessed by 
an abnormal fear of disease Is legion, 

“You possibly know men who perpetually wash 
their hands, Others wear gloves Por fear of con- 
tamination in cars and on the street, Some take off 
their shoes in their hallways, 

“There ure men who would run from a consump- 
tive person as from a plague, so fearful are they of 
contamination. IL know of women who walk the 
streets with handkerchiefs to their noses, fearing to 
inhale germ-laden dust, 

“And the fear of disease with many becomes a 
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paralysing dread of a disease which they imagine 
they have, How many people imagine they have 
tuberculosis, rights disease, diabetes, intestinal 
trouble and countless other maladies, when they are 
physically whole? And often they suffer from the 
apparent results of the imagined diseases, so disas- 
trous is the payehic effect of their fe j 

Recently news came from France 
condition of Paul Bourget, 
atiat, who is a victim of 
ltodin, designates as the fear disease, 

For yeare Bourget has imagined himeelf the vie- 
tin of a series of maladies, the latest imagined attack 
being diabetes, For years he has occupied his spare 
time voraciously reading medical journals and avidly 
devouring the books on the diseases with which he 
dnagined himself afiicted, 

For tive weeks he declared he was a victim of 
ineciplent locomotor ataxia, He now declares that 
the case of diabetes will be fatal, Accompanied by 
his wife, he has left Paris for a watering place, where 
the medicinal springs are supposed to be efficacious in 
curing, or at least Amelloratiog, the disease 

Despite his imagined cc ition, he continues to 
write. He spent the entire winter working on “The 
Emigra a new play His affliction began many 
. and he has suffered from successive obses- 
various Kinds. When in the United States 
ears ago he refused to cross the Hrooklyn 
It would fall, he declared, om hie weight. 
lares a doetor, ‘is 
due entirely to fear, It has become morbid, And it is 
likely as Violent and fatal a disease as any of those 
he imagines afflict him.”

"There are people who are possessed by the fear 
of places, of going up high in buildings, who shun 
cemeteries; others who quake with unimaginable 
fright in @ carriage, 

“Among your acquaintances you probably know 
men and women who go into the cellar when they 
hear thunder or see lightning, and positively suffer 
during @ storm, 

“There ls the young man who suffers the keenest 
anguish because he blushes, And he blushes because 
he fears to blush, 

“Others fear to talk ta public, and when com- 
welled by circumstances to appear before an assem 
Pane exhibit the greatest confusion and distress. 
Many live in constant terror of contagion, Hundreds 
are victims of a morbid fear of animals, of frogs, 
snakes, mice, cats. 

“With many it is a chronic, dangerous disease 

A fair proportion of persons suffering from fear 
can be cured by suggestion With many the predis- 
vosing cause 18 gastric complaint, Intestinal disor- 
lers and indigestion, In this case the thing to do, 
according to doctors, is to treat the stomach And 
the nerves and mind will right themselves.

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FACTS ABOUT COUNTIES. 


Some of Them Are Larger Than Many 
of the States. 


The county is a territorial division 
that the United States derived from 
Great Britain, where the counties 
correspond to the provinces or de- 
partments of other Eurcpean coun- 
tries and in a limited sense to the 


states of the American Union. An 
Englishman addresses a letter to 
“Parkinton, Hants,” as we address 


a letter to “Columbus, O.,” or “El- 
mira, N.Y.” 

One state, which derives its usages 
from French and not from English 
originals, has no counties at all, In 
Louisiana these subdivisions of the 
state are still called parishes, both 
officially and in ordinary speech, 
though they are now divid into 
many real parishes of the church. 

There are about 3,000 counties in 
the Union, with an average size of 
about 1,000 square miles, but this 
average is enormously exceeded in 
many instances and is also frequent 
ly fallen below. Leaving out certain 
great unsettled counties in the west, 
the average county would be about 
600 aquare miles in extent. 

In much of the western part of the 
country the size of the county is 
regulated mathematically. It consists 
of sixteen townships, each composed 
of thirty-six square miles, making 
576 square miles in all. In other 
words, each township is six miles 
square and each county twenty-four 
miles square 

In Towa there are thirty-nine coun- 
ties that were formed in this way, 
each one of which has exactly 576 
square miles. Such divisions were 
possible in the newer west, where 
these minor political divisions were 
made in advance of settlement. In 
the older parte of the country the ter- 
ritorial arrangements were largely 
accidental 

The largest county in the United 
States is Yavapai county, Ariz., which 
has an area of almost 30,000 square 
miles, Nine states of the Union are 
each smaller than this county. It 
is larger than the whole of West 
Virginia and almost as large as South 
Carolina 

The sixteen counties of Montana 
average a greater size than the state 
of Massachusetts 

Among the other great counties of 
the Union are San Bernardino and 
San Diego, in California, which are 
not only vast regions, but contain a 
great productive territory; Humboldt 
and Lincoln counties, in Nevada, 
which are only sparsely populated, 
and Lineoln county, N which 
bids fair in time to have a large 
population, 

Although the New England states 
are «mall, the average size of the 
counties ia greater than in moat of 
the middle, western and southern 
states. Worcester county, in Massa- 
chusetta, is an example of an enat- 
ern county that in at the same time 
large in area and very populous, It 
is larger than the adjoining state of

Thread In Surgery.

surgeon employs in his work dozens 
of different kids of thread for sew- 
ing up cute and wounds? Among 
them are kangaroo tendons, horse. 
hair, silk, and very fine silver wire 
Many of these threads are intended 
to hold for a certain number of days, 
and then naturally break away The 
short, tough tendons taken from the 
kangaroo, which are used for sewing 
severe wounds, will hold for about 
four weeks before they break away 
Silk thread will remain much longer, 
sometimes six months, while the fine 
allver wire ia practically indestructi- 
ble 

With the entire outfit a surgeon is 
able to select a thread that will last 
as long as the wound takes to heal, 
and will then disappear completely 
To accommodate this assortment cf 
threads, spocial varieties of needles 
are required Hesiden the needle 
eraned in different segments of a 
circle, surgeons use needles shaped 
like spears, javelins and bayonet 
points

| A Few New Recipes For the Home 


Cookbook. 

Dairtty Ribbon Sandwiches.—Cut the 
crust from a loaf of white and of 
brown bread, leaving them as near of 
4 size as possible. Cut three slices one- 
half inch thick from each loaf. Spread 
with butter, peanut butter, jelly or 
cream cheese, according to the function 
they are to be used for. Put the six 
slices together In alternate layers and 
press firmly. Trim the edges of the 
cube evenly, thei with a sharp knife 
cut into slices about three-quarters of 
an inch thick. These make pretty sand- 
wiches, which can be handled daintily, 

To Make Peanut Butter.—Pound ot 
grind to a powder one cupful of shelled 
and skinned peanuts, freshly roasted, 
Rub into this half a cup of butter, Salt 
to taste and work to a smooth paste for 
use, This makes delicious sandwiches 
for picines or luncheons, 

Real Irish Crumpets.—Take  three- 
quarters of a cup of powdered sugar, a 
tablespoonful of lard, four cups of 
crumpet flour, an egg and a pint of 


| sweet milk, 


Crumpet Flour.—Bight and three- 
quarter pounds of flour, two and a 
quarter ounces of baking soda, three- 
quarter ounce cream of tartar and two 
and a half ounces of baking powder. 
Mix well. Crumpets should be baked 
in iron rings placed on a pan. 

Delicious Banana Toast.—Toast two 
slices of bread, butter them, slice ba- 
nana lengthwise and fry in butter and 
lay between toast, You will find this a 
delicious dish for breakfast, 

Queen of Puddings.—Put tn a double 
boiler one quart of milk and one-half 
box of gelatin, When dissolved add 
the yolks of four eggs well beaten. 
Let it come to a boll or until it curdies, 
then add the white of the eggs with 
eight tablespoonfuls of sugar and one 
teaspoonful of vanilla. Remove from 
the stove immediately and pour Into 
an oblong pan rinsed in cold water. 
Turn on to a platter and serve with 
cream, 

This should be made the day before 
using and is « fine dish for Sunday 
dinner, If made correctly the pudding 
Will be In two layers, custard and gela- 
tin, and Is to be sliced as ice cream.

The Plot to Rob Teddington of the Blue 
Ribbon In 1851—Leander’s Missing 
Head—A Dramatic Episode—Win- 
fiers Foretold In Dreams. 


if it were possible to write the full 
and true history of the Derby it would 
contain some startling revelatiqns of 
Gtrange doings bebind the scenes of 
which the public has little suspicion 
and no actual knowledge. 

There is, for instance, little doubt 
that a very different tale would have 
been told of Teddington'’s Derby but 
for the prompt action of his wide 
awake owner, Sir Joseph Hawley 
When the Kentish baronet attended 
the York spring meeting of 1851 he 
Wis amazed to find the bookmakers 
enger to lay odds to any amount 
against his colt, who was looked on as 
a certain winner of the blue ribbon a 
few weeks later. Sir Joseph at once 
scented mischief, and, 
course, he traveled as fast as relays 
of swift horses could take him to his 
tralning quarters, where he communt 
cated his suspicions to Alec Taylor, his 
trainer. 

As the result of thelr deliberations 
Teddington was at once removed to 
nother box, placed under the charge 
of a different boy and a strict watch 
kept over him bight and day. What 
ever scheme was on foot to disable the 
horse was thus effectually checked. 
Teddington soon resumed his place as 
first favorite in the betting and, as ev- 
erybody expected, won the Derby with 
eane, 

Another mystery which has not been 
solved to this day is associated with 
Leander and that memorable Derby of 
1844, It was more than suspected that 
Leander was a four-year-old, but therr 
Was not sufficient evidence on- which 
to base an objection to his running, 
the race hie fetiock was broken by 6 
kick from Running Rein, and he was 
effectually placed bors de combat. Te 
Was shot and buried, but when a party

was from a friendly tout, “is an im 
postor, and he won't get the Derby 
stakes, Buy up all the bets on Orlando 
you can get, and you will take a for 
tune,” 

The captain pot away his revolver, 
followed the tout's advice and, Instead 
of providing work for the undertaker, 
found bimeelf £18,000 In pocket. 

Few horses have ever started a hot 
ter favorite for the Derby than Me 
Gregor in 1870. 80 rosy were his 
chances that odds of 0 to 4 were lald 
on him to ay enormous amount, and 
the money was considered as good ar 
won, To the consternation, however, 
of his backers, he seemed unable to 
move freely in the race and finished a 
bad fourth behind horses who were 
not In the same century with him, 

There was no doubt whatever that 
Macgregor bad been drugged, but who 
the rascal was who did the dastardl) 
trick is ag much a mystery today as it 
was at the time, 

It la of this race that the following 
remarkable story is told; During the 
alght before the race a jockey called 
Rwift saw the Goish of the Derby in o 
dream, He saw Kivgeraft, which he 
recognized, pass the post a winner by 
a length and a half, followed by 0 
dark brown horse which be could not 
identify and with Macgregor, the fa 
vorite, a bad fourth In spite of the 
Jeering of bis friends, to whom he told 
the story, be backed Kingeraft for 
every sovereign he could ralse, and, to 
hie delight as to the disgust of the

COSTLY CLEANLINESS. 


Water In Goldfield Sold For a Cent and 
a Half a Gallon. 

We who can bathe and splash about 
in cool, fresh water as we will can 
hardly appreciate the Inconvenlences 
of a condition In which each drop of 
water is carefully mensured out. In 
Goldfield the two problems of dust and 
water give most trouble. There ie 
never a time that there Is not plenty 
of the former and little of the latter. 

Without warning of any sort great 
whirlwinds come down the canyons 
and through the streets, carrying 
blinding clouds of dust. A blow of 
some sort is a daily occurrence. The 
fine white dust sifts into the houses 
and covers everything. It is a case of 
dusting a dozen times a day and never 
teally having things quite clean. 

The water supply of Goldfield comes 
from wells In camp and at Lida, afty 
miles to the southwest. Whether 
bought from the man who goes around 
with a cart or from the water com- 
pany, every gallon costs on an average 
at least a cent and a half. At best it 
is an expensive luxury, Every pre 
clous drop has to be put to as many 
uses as possible. The bathing estab 
lishments offer baths at $1 each, with 
the bath joke thrown In. The joke 
runs like this: In the early days of the 
camp, When baths cost $2, after the 
man who had elected this luxury had 
finished, as a matter of economy the 
water had to be put to some use, so 
it was offered to a second batber at a 
reduced price, $1, then again to a 
third for 50 cents and to a fourth for 
Following this came a 
few feats of dishwashing. Times 
have changed, but water Is still the 
problem of the desert. Ice being too 
expensive a luxury for general use, 
everybody resorts to African water 
bags. These are Allied and hung tn 
shady places where the breeze can 
strike them. By puncturing them with 
a needle sufficient water oozes out to 
wet the outside, and the damp cloth 
and air keep the contents cool, Hang 
Ing on the shady side of every house, 
shack and tent, strapped to the saddle 
of every prospector, in the band or 
fastened to the neck of every Indian, 
ja a water bag. The weather, In other 
places a plank on which to slide grace 
fully Into conversation, bere ls a fruit 
ful and interesting tople for unending 
discussion. In tte vartety It le uncloy 
ing. One summer ta wet—wet for the 
desert—and the next one dry. Usually 
there Is a little rain, and when it does 
come the downpour lneta only Ove or 
ten minutes, Rarely does it lay the 
dust.—New Iden Magazine.
